.| Oscar Wolff yesterday revealed an 


unusual number of accidental deaths 


during July in Cook county. The ean | 


ing of the lake steamer Favorite, with 


the loss of twenty-seven lives, was the 
outstanding tragedy of the month. 

Thirty-five other lives were lost in 
drownings. This figure does not in- 
elude several known to’ have commit- 
ted suicide by that method. 

The automobile death toll of 84 for 
the month is six less than the high 
record of ninety reported in July of 
last year. 

Two airplane accidents, one on July 
24, when three were killed, and the 
second on Saturday, in which two men 
leaped to their death from a burning 
machine, aroused officials to the need 
of more stringent flying requirements. 

- Four people were killed in storm 
accidents, two of the victims being 
struck by lightning. Four more deaths 
were caused by fireworks, three being 
burned, while the fourth fell from a 
porch upon hearing the sudden ex- 
plosion of a firecracker.

Elephants, ming the flood, res- 
cued great numbers of natives. 

It is estimated that 40,000 people 
are homeless in Ahmedabad.

The popularity of Delmonico pota- 
toes everywhere probably indicates 
better success is obtained in making 
them than in making ordinary scal- 
loped potatoes, but the success is not 
very dependent upon the recipe be- 
cause the cheese sauce in which the 
potatoes are baked may be too thin 
or too thick—the latter fault is. usually 
preferred to the other—or the potatoes 
may be rather rocky.
